Defies A Dare 


Lieut. F. W. McKee Of Anderson 


Safely Flies Over Soldiers And 
Sailors Monument With Larges 
Non-Rigid Dirigible In Army, Af- 
ter Premonition Of Danger 


Indianapolis. ,Ind., 
April !). — 


After a three ". hour stop at For 
Benjamin Harrison, the T. C. I., lar- 
gest non-rigid dirigible in the Unitec 
States army left at mm today on 
the second and last lap of its 501 
miles fligh't from Akron, Ohio, to 
Belleville, Illinois. Lieut. F. W. Mc- 
Kee of Anderson, Indiana pilot ol 
the ship, defied the dare of a dream 
last night, Lieut. 
McKee having 


dreamed the giant dirigible woulti 
crash into the Soldiers and Sailors 
monument in Indianapolis. He swirl- 
ed down to a low altitude as it pass- 
ed over it this morning, but 
the 


dream failed to materiali/.e. 


Averaging about 48 miles an hour 


the ship made the trip from Akron, 
to Indianapolis in five hours and fift\ 
minutes. 


Landing was completed at 
9:45 


a. m. after several unsuccessful ef- 
forts. 
Several of the sixty men on 


the field helping to eft'ect the land- 
ing, were swept from 
their 
feet 


when they gasped the ropes but 
none was hurt. 
The dirigible ex- 


tending a city block in length, cir- 
cled over the field several times in 
the 'attempt to land. 


It had left Akron at 3:15 o'clock 


with the intentions of averaging 40 
miles an hour on the .500 mile trip. 


The T. C. L is the first of thre,e 


ships of the type to be built for the 
government by the Goodyear plant at 
Akron.

Highway Commission Decides To 
take Charge .Of Highway Between 


Here And Connersville 


MARKS END OF LONG FIGHT 


The road between Rushville and 


Donnersville, by way of Gleuwood, 
las been wade a part of the state 
lighway system, according to word 
which has been received here. 


The' decision of the state highway 


commission to take over the Rush- 
ville-Connersville road was reached 
ifter a long fight to have the road 
neluded in. the state system. Coii- 
nersville men have been more active 
in the movement because they were 
more directly interested, since they 
felt the need of a state highway 
leading directly 
to 
Indianapolis. 


Their best route in Ihe past has been 
north on the state road to Cam- 
iridge City and thence west on the 
National Road. 


Last year a petition to require 
'ayette county to pave the Conners. 
ville-Rushville road from Conners- 
ville city limits to the Fayette-Rush 
county line was killed by a remon- 
strance. At that time it was point- 
ed out that the 
state commission 


might take over tfie road within a 
•ear or two and that the expenditure 
would be needless on the part of the* 
'onhty. 


The road to be taken over by the 


State is one of the most expeiisixe 
rom the point of maintenance, coun- 
ty officials state. The traffic' is prac- 
ically the year round is unusually 
leavy and is not confined to local 
citizens. It is one of the direct 
routes from eastern Indiana to In- 
teld the opinion for some time that
